I  wBn  born  irt^North  Carolina,  in 
in  whiit  month  or  yuar.     What   I  nhall  now  relate 

my  mother  and  srandmolhor.  A  few  months  before  I  was  born,  rav  father 
marrit)(l  my  mother's  younji;  miHtress.  As  soon  as  my  father's  wire  hoard 
o(  iny  birth,  she  sent  one  of  my  mother's  ^istors  lo  see  whether  I  waa 
while  or  black,  and  wtien  my  uunt  had  soon  me,  she  returned  bnck  as 
Booii  an  hUo  could,  and  told  her  mistress  that  I  was  white,  and  resiitn^lt'd 
Mr,  Roper  very  much.  INfr.  Roper's  wile  notbeiuR  pleased  yith  this 
re|H>it,  Nhe  i^ot  a  lar^e  oiktb  stick  ami  knife,  and  hastened  to  tho  place  in 
wiiidh  my  mother  wart  coniined.  She  went  into  my  mother's  room  with 
a  full  intention  to  murdor  mdy^with  her  knife  and  ^lub,  but  as  she  was 
^oinif  to  stick  tho  knife  into  me.  my  grandmother  happening  to  come  in, 
fnii<>lit  the  knife  and  saved  my  life.  But  as  well  as  1  can  recollect  from 
what  my  mother  told  me,  my  father  sold  her  and  myself  soon  after  her 
confinement.  I  catmot  recollect  atwthing  that  is  w:d|rth  nolic*  till  I  va\ 
bix  or  seven  years  of  age.  My  moiher  being  half  white  and  my  father  a 
white  man,  [  was  at  that  time  very  white.  Soqn  after  I  was  six  or  seven 
yeare  of  a«ze,  my  mother's  old  masteK  died,  Wt  Js,  my  father's  wife's 
father.  All  his  slaves  had  to  be  divided  amonc  t|ie  children.*  I  have 
m<)ntionc<l  before  of  my  father  disposing  of^e ;  I  am  not  Hure  whether  ho 
exclmnjjjed  me  and  my  mother  for  anothefNslave  or  not,  but  think  it  verv 
likely  ho  did  exchange  , me  with  one  of  hnj  wife's  brothers  or  sisters, 
because  I  remember  when  my  mother's  old  master  died,  1  was  living  with 
my  father's  wife's  brother-iit'law,  whose  name  was  Mr.  Durham.  My 
mother  was  drawn  vrjfh  the  other  slaves. 

The  way  J^hey  divitle  their  slaves  is  this ;  they  write  the  names  of 
'^lifTerent  slaves  on^a  small  piece  of  pap-r,  and  put  it  into  a  bo\,  and  Irt 
them  all  draw.     I  think  that.Mr.  Durham  drew  ray  mother,  and  Mr.  Fow.-

from  my  rnothor.  Aa  wall  m  I  can  rnortll«ct  I  was  than  about  six  years 
old.  Thafradflr,  Mr.Mitohall,  after  trayelliii«  •«tor*l  ImiidrtHl  miles,  and 
tellinKa  good  many  of  his  slaves,  found  ho  coult}  not  Bt,||  me  very  wall, 
(aa  I  was  so  much  whiter  than  other  slavea  w^ra)  for  he  bad  been  trying 
aaveral  monih»-lafk  me  with  a  Mr.  Snaad.  who  kept  a  larga  boardina 
bouse,  who  took  me  to  wait  at  table,  and  nell  me  if  he  could.  I  thmk  I 
Btayed  with  Mr.  SneM  »l)out  a  year,  but  ha  could  not  sell  me.  When  Mr. 
Mitchell  had  sold  his  slaves,  he  went  to  the  north  and  brouKbt  up  another  4^ 
drove,  and  returned  to  the  south  with  them,  and  sent  his  son-in-law  into 
Waahinftton,  in  Georsia,  after  ma{  so  he  oama  and  took  me  from  Mr. 
Sneed,  Mid  met  his  father-in-law  with  roa,  in  a  town  called  Lancaster, 
with  hia  drove  of  slaves.  We  sUyed  in  Lanoastar  a  week,  becaute  it  was 
•oort  weak  and  thera  were  a  great  many  people  theie,  snd  it  waa  a  good 
opportunity  for  selling  the  slaves ;  and  there  j»e  was  enabled  to  sal  I  ma  to 
a  gentleman,  Dr.  Jones,  who  waa  both  a  Doctor  and  a  Cotton  Plantar.  Ha 
took  me  into  bis  shop  to  best  up  and  mix  medicines,  which  was  not  a  viary 
hard  employmeni,  but  I  did  not  keep  it  long,  as  the  Doctor  soon  aaMme  to 
hia  cotton  plantetion,  that  I  might  ba  hawt  darker  by  the  sun.  He  sent 
ma  to  be  with  a  tailor  to  team  t|ia  trade,  but  the  jowmevmon  being  white 
man,  Mr.  Bryant  tha  taylor  did  nJJt  let  me  work  in  the  shop ;  I  «annot  say 
whether  it  was  the  prejudice  of  his  man  in  not  wanting  me  to  sit  in  the 
•hop  with  them,  or  whether  Mr.  Bryant  wanted  to  keep  ma  about  th«  house 
to  (io  domaatio  work,  instead  of  teaching  ma  the  trade.  After  eeirutal 
months,  my  master  came  to  know  how  1  got  on  with  the  trade  ;  I  am  not 
able  to  tall  Mr.  Bryant's  answer,  but  it  was  either  that  I  could  not  learn, 
or  that  hia  journeymen  were  unwilling  that  I  sboold^  in  the  shop  with 
them.  I  was  only  once  in  tha  shop  dl  the  time  I  was  there,  and  then  only 
for  an  hour  or  two  before  his  wife  oalled  ma  out  to  do  some  other  work. 
So  my  master  took  vaa  home,  and  as  he  was  going  to  send  a  load  of  cotton 
to  Camden,  about  forty  milas  distanoa,  he  sent  ma  with  the  balea  of  cotton 
to  be  sold  with  U,  where  I  waa  sold  to  a  gentleman  named  Allen  j  but  Mr. 
Allan  soon  exchanged  me  for  a  female  slave  to  pleaao.  his  wife.  Ilie 
tiaden  who  bought  me  were  named  Cooper  and  Lindsay,  who  totik  roe  for 
•ale,  but  could  not  sell  me,  paopla  oWaoting  to  my  being  rather  while. 
Thay  than  took  me  to  the  city  of  Fayettville,  norm  Carolina,  where  be 
•wopt  ma  for  a  boy,  that  waa  blaokar  than  me,  to  Mr.  Smith,  who  lived

IwaawithMr.SnuthnavIy»y««.  I  wnTad  at  the  firrt  knowledge  of 
my  age  when  I  Uted  with  him.  I  waa  then  between  twelve  and  thirteen 
years  old :  it  waa  when  Preaident  Jaokaon  waa  elected  for  the  first  time 
and  he  haa  been  preaident  eight  yeva,  eo  I  must  be  nearly  twenty-one 
yean  of  age.  At  thia  time  I  waa  quite  a  emaU  bov,  and  waa  aold  to  Mr.

motpar. 

After  traTflllingaeTeral  htindrad  milea,  Mr.  Hodg*  Mbl  me  to  Mr.  Oooeh, 
the  (:«>tton  iManter,  Caahaw  County.  South  Carolina  {  he  purohaaed  arte  at  » 
town  callml  Liberty  Hill,  about  three  milea  from  hta  home.  Aa  aooo  M  hm 
got  homo  ho  immediately  put  me  on  hia  cotton  plantation  to  work,  and  pat 
me  under  overaeera^ve  me  «n  allowance  of  meat  and  bread  with  the  oth* 
.  er  siavea,  which  waa  not  half  enough  for  me  to  live  upon,  and  very  labori- 
ous work ;  here  my  heart  waa  almoat  broke  with  grief  at  leaving  my  fel- 
low alavea.  Mr.  (iooch  did  not  mind  my  grief,  fot  he  flogged  me  iieerif 
every  day,  and  very  severely.  Mr.  Gooch  bought  me  forhia  aon-in-law, 
Mr.  Hnmrnans,  about  Ave  milea  diatanoe  from  nia  reaidenoe.  Thia  mnn^i. 
had  but  two4lavea  beaidea  myaelt ;  he  traated  me  very  kindly  for  m  w—W  - 
or  two,  but  in  aummer,  when  cotton  wti  ready  to  hoe,  he  gave  me  tM|k 
work,  connected  with  thia  department,  whieh  I  could  not  get  done,  not  M*  . 
ving  worked  on  cotton  farma  before.  When  I  failed  ia  my  taak  Be  eomt 
menced  flogging  me,  and  aet  me  to  work  without  any  ahirt,  in  the  ootton 
field,  in  a  very  hot  aun,  in  the  month  of  July.  In  Auguat,  Mr.  Condell,  hla 
overseer,  gave  me  a  task  at  pplling  fodder;  having  finlahed  my  task  before 
night  I  left  the  field,  the  rain  canke  on  which  aoaked  the  fodder ;  on  diaoo- 
vering  this,  he  threatened  to  flog  me  for  not  getting  in  the  foddei  before th« 
rain  came.  I  attempted  to  ran  away,  knowing  that  I  should  get  a'mcging. 
I  waa  then  between  thirteen  and  fourteen  yeara  of  age  *,  I  ran  awar  to  tn« 
wood*  half  naked ;  !  waa  caught  by  n  slave  bolder  who  pat  me  in  Lanoaa- 
ter  Gaol.  WiMn  they  put  alavea  in  gaol,  they  advertise  for  their  maalen 
to  own  them ;  but  if  the  master  doea  not  claim  bia  p lave  in  six  montha  fionr 
the  time  of  imprisonment,  the  alave  ia  mM  for  ^1  foo*.  When  the  alavo 
runs  away,  the  maater  alwaya  adopta  •  more  ngoromu^fatem  of  flog|^ngj 
this  waa  the  caae  in  the  preaynt  inatanoe.  Aft«r  thia,  having  determined 
from  my  youth  to  gain  my  fnsedomt  I  ">•<*•  ••▼•nU  attenipti,  waa  ean^it, 
and  got  a  severe  flogging,  of  one  hundred  laahea.  eaoh  time.  Mr.  Ham- 
mana  waa  a  very  aeven>  and  oroel  maater,  and  hia  wife  itill  worae ;  ah* 
used  to  tie  me  up  and  flog  me  while  naiked. 

After  Mr.  Hammana  aaw  that  I  waa  determined  to  die  imthe  woode,  aiid 
not  live  with  him,  he  tried  to  obtain  a  piece  of  land  from  hia  father-in-law, 
Mr.CkMob:  not  having, the  meana  of  purchaaing  it,  he  exohanged  roe  for  • 

the  land.  , .,.       .<■,    '.    \  \.-      , 

Aa  aoon  aa  Mr.  Gooch  had  poaaeaaion  of  nk  agaitt',  knewWgiut  I  wm 
averae  to  going  back  to  him,  he  ch|uned  me  by  the  n«ck  to  hM  wifUae.--- 
In  thia  manner  hA  took  me  to  hia  home  at  MaoD8niel*8  Perfjj^  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Cheater,  a  diataooe  of  fifteen  milea  After  whjeh,'  be  pat  at*  into  • 
awamp  to  cut  tree*,  the  heavieat  work,  which  aiili  of  twetMy-five  or  thittv 
yean  of  age  have  to  do,  I  \mk^  but  aixteen.  H««  I  waa  on  vary  ahor^M"^ 
lowanoe  of  food,  and  having  heavy  woHi,  waa  IM  weak  to  fulfil  my  ta^ 
For  thia  I  got  many  aevere  flogginga:  and,  aJher  I  had  fot  mv-iranadC  > 
road*  another  attempt  al  running  away.    He  took  mj  irona  on,  in  tha^wl 
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anticipation  that  I  could  nev^r  get  across  the  Catarba  Hirer,  eron  wtien  at 
liberty.  On  this  I  procured  a  omall  Indian  canoe,  which  was  tied  to  a 
tree,  and  ultimately  got  across  the  river  in  it.  '  I  then  wandered  through 
the  wilderness  several  days  without  any  food,  and  but  a  drop  of  water  to 
allay  my  thirst,  till  I  became  so  starved,  that  I  was  obliged  to  go  to  a 
house  to  beg  for  something  to  eat,  when  I  was  captured  and  again  impri- 
soned. 

Mr,  Gooch  having  beard  of  me  through  an  adverti«ement,  sent  his  son 
after  me ;  he  tied  lue  up,  and  ^ooJ^  mie  back  to  his  father.  Mr.  Gooch 
then  obtaitied  the  absiataoce  of  another  slaveholder,  and  tied  me  up  in  his 
blacksmith's  shop,  and  gave  me  fifty  lashes  with  a  cow-hide.  He  Ihpn 
put  a  log  chain,  weighing  twenty-five  pound?,  round  my  neck,  and  sent 
Hieinto  a  field,  mto  which  he  followaiM^e  with  a  cow-hide,  intending  to 
n«t  his  slaves  to  flog  me  again.  Kuow|jpkhis,  and  dreading  to  suffer  again 
in  this  way,  I  gave  him  the  slip  and  got  out  of  his  sight,  he  having  stopped 
to  apeak  with  the  other  slaveholder. 

I  Kot  to  a  canal  on  the  Catarba  River,  on  ^he  banks  of  which,  and  near  to 
a  loob,  I  procured  a  stone  and  a  piece  of  iron,  with  which  I  forced  the  ring 
ptS  my  chain,  and  got  it  off,  and  then  crossed  the  river,  and  walked  about 
twenty  miles,  when  I  fell  in  with  a  slaveholder,  named  Ballad,  who  had 
married  a  sister  of  Mr.  Hammans.  I  knew  that  he  was  not  so  cruel  as 
Mr.  Gooch,  And  therefore  begged  of  him!  to  buy  ma.  Mr.  Ballad,  who  was 
one  of  the  best  plantejAi  m  the  neighbourhood,  said  he  was  not  able  lo  buv 
me,  and  stated  that  he  wais  obliged  .to  take  me  back  to  my  master,  on 
account  of  the  heavy  fine  attaching  to, a  man  harbouring  a  slaver  Mr. 
Ballad  proceeded  to  take  me  back,  as  we  camd  in  sight  of  Mr«  Gooch's, 
all  tbetreatroent  that  I  had  met  with  there  came  forcibly  upon  my  mind, 
thd  powerful  influence  of  which  is  beyond  description.  On  my  knees, 
with  tears  in  m^  eyes,  with' terror  in  my  oounteoanoe,  and  fervency*  in  all 
nay  features,  I  implored  Mr.  Ballad  to  buy  me^  bathe  again  refused,  and 
1  Was  taken  back  to  my  dreaded  tind  cruel  mastir.  Having  reachetd  Mr. 
Gooch's,  he  proceeded  to  punish  me.  This iie  ilid  by  first  tying  my  whsts 
together  and  placing  them  over  the  knees,  b«  then  put  a  stioJc  through 
under  my  knees  and  over  my  arms,  and  boring  thus  secured'  my  arms,  he 
proceeded  to  flog  me,,  and  j^ve  me  five  hundred  lashes  on  my  bard  back. 
This' may  appear  incredible,  but  the  marks  which  they  left  at  present  re- 
main on  my  body,  a  standing. testinuNny  to  the  truth  of  this  statement  of  his 
sevei^ty; ,  He  then  chained  me  down  in  a  hog-pea.  with  a  forty-pounds 
chain,  and  made  me  lie  on  the  damp  earth  all  night.  In4^e  mqjroiug,  after 
hia  breakfast^  he  owne-to  me,  and  without  giving  me  i^  breakfast,  tied 
me  to  a  large  heavy  harrow,  which  is  usually  drawn  hip  %  horse,  and  made 
me  dreg  it  to  the  cotton  field,  for  theborse  to  use  in  the  field.  Thus,  the 
reader  will  see,  that  it  was  of  nO;  possible  use  to  my  master  to  make  me 
drag- it  to  the  cotton  field  and  not  thnwigh it  j  his  cruelty  went  bo 'far'as 
aotoally  tor  make  me  the  slave  of  his  horrilai,  and  thus  t6  degrade  me.  He 
then  flogged  me  ag^, and  set  me  to  work  in  the  ootten^^ld  the  wholeof 
thi^dayj  and  at  n^j^  trained  me  down  in  the  hbg'^n  as  before.  The 
next  morning  he  toofc  me  to  the  cotton  fibld,  andgave  me  A  thirdflofrging, 
a,ilidflent  meto  hoe  cotton.  At  tbie  time  I  waJs  dreadfully  sore  and  weak . 
with  the  repeated!  flogfdngs  and  cruel  treatment  I  had  endured.  He  pot  me 
under  ablaick  man^  with  ovAen  that  if  I  did  not  keep  up  my  roe  in  noeing 
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with  this  man,  ho  was  to  flog  me.  The  roadnr  must  ieco1it*ot  hero,  thttt 
not  being  used  to  thiw  kind  of  work,  having  boen  a  'domestic  slave,  it  was 
impoHsilile  for  me  to  keep  up  with  him,  an tf  therefore  I  j^aw  repeated!/ 
'flogged  durng  the  dny. 

Mr.  Goocli  had  a  female  sorviint  about  eightoen  years  old,  who  had  also 
been  a  domw.Mic  slave,  hiu'  through  hot  being  able  to  fulfil  her  task  \mA 
runaway;  which  slave  he  was  at  this,  lime  punishing  fot that'offelieft. 
On  the  third  day  he  chained  me  to  fhls  female  slave  with  a  iaigechain  of 
forty  pounds  *  weight  round  my  heck.  It  wsis  most  harrowing  tcnitieel- 
ings  tmis  to  be  chained  to  a  young  female  slave,  fi»r  whom-I  wouMupfhtr 
,  have  suHered  one  hundred  lashes  than  she  should  have  hieen  thiis  tre|iled; 
he  kept  me  chained  lo  her  during  the  week,  and  repeatedl)»  flogged  us 
both,  while  thus  chained  together,  and  forced  us  to  keep  op  ANrith  th* 
,  other  slaves,  although  retanlfnl  liy  the  heavy  Weight  of  the  log  chain.  „ 

Hero  again,  WDnls  cannot  describe  tha  misery  which  possessed  botllj 
body  and  minil  whilst  under  this  treatment,  and  which  was  most  dreadfufFjr, 
increa8ed^)y  the  fsympathy  which  I  felt  for  my  poor  degraded  fellow-sufn 
ferer.  On  the  Fri<lay  morning,  I  entreated  my  master  to  set  me  free  froui;. 
my  tjhains,  and  promised  him  to  do  the  task  which  was  given  me,  ai'ttf 
more  i(  pob^ibie,  if  he  would  desint  from  Hoggingme.  This  he  relused  t^- 
do  until  Saturday  night,  Avh?n  he  did  set  me  Ijee.— This  must  rather  be 
^1  ascribed  to  his  own  interest  in  preserviDifr  me  from  ^leath,  as  it  VTM  TeijT 
^9  evident  I  could  no  longer  have  survived  uikUt  such  treatment.  , 

After  this,  though  stilfchHermined  in  my  own  itiind  to  escape,  lltaflld 
with  him  some  months,  during  which  he  frequehtly  flogged  me,  but  not  so 
severely  as  before  related".— During  this  time  1  had  opportunity  for  recOVei*; 
ing  my  health,  and  using  moans  to  heal  my  wounds.    My  master's  cruettjjr 
was  not  confined  to  me,  it  was  his  general  conduct  to  all  his  slavefi.    T 
might  relate  many  instances  to  substantiate  this,  but  will  confine  niyserf 
to  one  or  two.    Mr.  Gooch  it  is  proper  to  observe,  was  a  member  of  % 
Baptist  Church,  called  Black  Jack  Meeting  House,  in  Cashaw  CouOt^, 
which  church  I  attended  for  several  years,  but  was  never  iiiAide.^  Tbii  iii 
accounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  the  coloured  population  nre'not  panilitt^ 
to  mix  with  the  white  population.     In  the  Roman  Catholio  Church  no  dis- 
tinction is  made.     Mr.  Gooch  had  a  slave  named  {Phil,  who  was  a  membei^; 
of  a  Methodist  Church ;  this  man  was  between  seVenty  and  eighty  yeaiil" 
of  age ;  he  was  so  feeble  that  he  could  not  accomplish  his  tasks,  for  whiuh 
his  master  tffd  to  chain  him  round  the  neck,  and  run  him  down  a  stee|> 
hill ;  this  trl^nent  he  never  relinquished  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Another 
case  was  that  of  a  slave,  named  Peter,  who,  for  not  doing  his  task,  ha 
flogged  nearly  to  derath,  and  afterwards  pulled  out  his  pistol  to  shoot  hitiif 
but  his  (Mr.  Gooch's)  daughter  snatched  the  pistol  from  his  hand.   AnOtW^ 
mode  of  punishment  which  this  man  adopted,  was  tbatof  iising  htm  hofttej;' 
with  bells  attached,  at  the  back  of  the  neck.    See  drmmng,  large  Mftlibn.'  ^ 

This  instrument  he  used  to  prevent  the  negroes  running  aiwa^,  beh^i^ 
vei'y  poaderous  machine,  several  feet  in  height,  and  the  cross  pieces  hem| 
two  feet,  four,  and  six  feet  in  length.'  This  oustom  is  generally  sdotfTO 
amohgthe  slave-holders  in  ^uth  Carolina,  and  other  stariB  States.  Qm^ 
nrortiring,  iaboat  kh  hofuf  b*i1bire  d*y  fer^ak,  t  ^s  going  on  an  eituid  fbr  iAf 
master ;  having  procieeded  about  a  C[oarter  of  a  ttiiW)  I  tHUM  n^  to  a  niaif 
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named  King,  (Mr.  Samlia*s  oreneer,)  who  had  oanght  a  jroang  girl  that 
had  run  away  with  the  above  maobioe  on  har.  She  bad  prooeeded  four 
miles  from  her  station,  with  the  intention  of  getting  idto  the  hands  of  a 
mow  humane  manter.  She  came  up  with  this  overseer  nearly  dead,  and 
ooold  get  no  further:  he  immediately  secured  her,  and  took  her  back  to 
har  master,  a  Mr.  Johnson. 

Havmsr  Wen  in  the  habit  of  going  over  many  slave  States  with  my 
maatar  I  had  good  opportunities  of  witnessing  the  harsh  treatment  which 
Was  adopted  by  masters  towards  their  slaves.  As  I  have  never  heard  or 
nnd  anything  eonneeted  with  slavery,  so  cruel  as  what  I  have  myself 
witnessed,  it  will  be  as  well  to  mention  a  case  or  two. 

A  larm  farmer.  Colonel  M'QuiUer  in  Cashaw  County,  South  Carolina, 
waa  m  the  habit  of  driving  nails  into  a  hogshead  so  as  to  leave  the  point  of 
the  nail  juat  protroding  in  the  inside  of  the  cask  ;  into  this  he  used  to  put  the 
abves  for  punishment,  and  roll  them  dowu  a  very  long  and  steep  hill,  I 
have  heard  from  several  slaves  (though  I  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  the 
troth  of  this  statement),  that  *in  this  way  bef  liad  killed  six  or  seven  slaves. 
This  plan  was  first  adopted  by  a  Mr.  Perry,  who  lived  on  the  Catarba 
SiVAr,  and  has  since  been  adopted  by  several  planters.  Another  was  that 
ef  a  young  [ad,  who  had  been  hired  by  Mr.  Bell,  a  member  of  a  holding 
charph,  to  hoe  three-quarters  of  an  acre  of  cotton  per  day.  Having  been 
bnoghtup  as  a  domestic  slave,  he  was  not  able  to  aocomplisb  the  task 
assigned  to  him.  On  the  Saturday,  night,  he  left  three  or  four  rows  to  do 
on  the  Sondav:  on  the  same  night  It  rained  very  hard,  by  which  the  mas-* 
jer  conld  tell  that  he  had  done  some  (rf  the  rows  on  the  Sunday ;  en  Mon- 
day his  master  took  and  tied  him  up  to  a  tree  in  the  field,  and  kept  him 
tbefe  thrwhole  of  that  day  and  flogged  him  at  intervals.  At  night,  when 
lie  was  takendown,  he  was  so  weak  that  he  could  not  get  home,  having  a 
iMw  to  go.  Two  white  men  who  were  employed  by  Mr.  Bell  put  him  on 
^herse,  took  him  home,  and  threw  him  down  on  the  kitchen  floor,  while 
thay  proceeded  to  their  supper^.  In  a  little  while  they  heard  some  deep 
gnajaaprooeedingfrom  the  kitchen ;  they  went  to  see  him  die:  he  had 
grautod  his  last.  Thus,  Mr.  Bell  flogged  the  poor  boy,  even  to  deatti,  for 
What?  for  breaking  the  Sabbath,  when  he  (his  master)  had^t  him  a  task 
00  wtaiday^  which  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to  do,  and  which,  if  he  did 
•  P*******  mercy  would  bo  extended  towards  him!  the  general  custom 
?P  *"•  »«5>ept  is,  that  if  a  man  kills  his  own  s]ave,^no  notice  is  taken  of 
It  py  the  civil  functionaries;  but  if  a  man  kills  a  slave  belonging  to  another 
mMlar,  he  ia  compelled  to  pay  the  value  of  the  slave.  In  this  case  a  jury 
mat,  rstamed  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  the  man,  and  ordered  him 
*•  J?l^  *?  ^'^•'  ^'''-  ^"  ^f**  nnabla  to  do  this,  but  a  Mr.  Cunningham 
p^  the  debt,  and  took  this  Air.  Ball,  with  hia  tecommendatioii  for  aruatty. 
to  ba  kia  overseer.  ^' 

It  viU  badbaerred  that  meet  of  the  oi«M«  here  oited,  are  those  miespect

The  cases  haca 
Nwifi  forward  are  not  rare,  bnt  the  (^mtlnaadfeatareof  alatery,  Bat| 
ii»Wi|mfoUowm>thanarratiTA«a^iMaiib^i]^  .Istoyed 

w»  tbia  aartar  ^  aavaial  inpOMarioc  irliiali  tima  «ra  wa^t  m  m 
iwO  in  vnamL  |a  Aogoal,  mi,  m*  waa  myfin^  aaqoainianaa  with 
any  dataX  I  nappanad  la  hear  a  man  mantioo  flijaikrta,  and,  aa  it  ateitad 
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mj  curioiity,  I  asked  what  It  meant;  they  told  me  it  waatUe  number  of 
the  year  from  the  birth  of  Christ.'',  On  this  date,  August  1831,  some  oowt 
broke  into  ^^orib  where  the  com  is  kept,  and  ate  a  great  deal.  Forthif 
his  slaves  were  tied  up,  and  received  seteral  flogginm:  but  myself  and 
another  man,  hearing  the  groans  of  those  who  were  being  flogged,  stayed 
back  in  the  field,  and  'Would  not  come  up.  Upon  this,  I  thought  to  eaofipe 
punisnment.  On  the  Monday  morainj^.  however,  1  heanf  my  matter 
flo^ng  the  other  man  who  was  in  the  field ;  he  oould  not  see  ine.  it  being 
a  field  of  Indian  oom,  which  j^ws  to  a  great  height.  Being  amid  that 
he.would  catch  me,  and  dreading  a  flogging  more  than  many  other,  I  de- 
termined to  run  for  it ;  and  after  travelling  fcni^  miles,  I  arrived  at  the 
estate  of  Mr.  Crawford,  in  North  Carolina,  Mf|ok]mborgh  county/  Having 
formerly  heanl  people  talk  about  the  Free  States,  I  determined  upon  going 
thither,  and,  if  possible,  in  my  way  to  find  put  my  poor  moUier,  who  wap 
in  slavery,  several  hundred  miles  from  Cheater ;  but  the  bopis  of  dmng  tht 
latter  was  very  faint,  and,  even  if  I  did,  H  was  not  likely  that  she  wonld 
know  me,  having  been  separated  from  her  when  between  five  andaas 
yearn  old. 

The  first  night  I  slept  in  a  bim  upon  Mr.  Cmwford's  estate,  and,  hnViiul 
overslept  myself;  waa  awoke  by  Mr.  Crawford'a  overseer,  upon  whiokl 
was  dreadfully  frightened ;  he  asked  me  what  I  waa  doing  there  T  I  madf 
no  reply  to  him  then ;  and  he  made  sure  that  he  had  secured  a  rannwapi 
clavey  aid  not  press  me  for  an  answer.  On  mv  way  to  his  hooaeylMnr- 
ever,  I  made  up  the  follovring  story,  which  I  told  him  in  the  }*teaeno«  of 
his  wife  :-^I  said  that  I  bad  bMn  bound  to  a  very  omel  maater  whon  I  wtf 
a  little  boy,  and  that  having  been  treated  irery  badly  I  wanted  to  g^  haoM 
to  see  my  mother.  This  statement  may  appear  to  some  to  be  nntrae.  bi^ 
as  1  understood  the  word  bound,  I  coiisidered  it  to  ai^ly  to  rov  eaie,  JUkW^ 
ing  been  sold  to  him,  and  thereby  boiind  to  serve  him  ;  thoumatill,  I  did 
lather  hope  thrt  he  Wonld  onderatand  it,  that  I  waa  honnd  wheja  f  tov 
till  twenty  one  years  of  agOi  Tbon^  I  waa  white  at  that  time,  he  «^9 
not  believe  my  atoy,  on  account  of  my  hair  being  curly  and  woolly, ' 
led  him  to  conclude  I  waa  posaessed  of  enslaved  bbod.  The  ovi" 
wife,  however,  who  seemea  much  intererted  ih  me,  said  ahe  did  ni 
I  waa  of  the  African  origin,  and  that  she  had  seen  white  meii  still  IffiS 
than  me ;  her  persuasion  prevailed  |  and  after  the  overseer  had  ipnHi  v/m.  - 
as  much  buttermilk  as  I  could  drink,  and  sometning  to  eat,  which  wajifttf ; 
aicoeptab'K  having  had  nothing  for  two  days,  I  set  <^  for  CbarlfailiiJkU^ 
North  Carolina,  the  laionst.  town  in  the  (»>untTi  I  went  on  Teif  a^ifillf 
the  whole  of  that  day,  ?e«rftil4ilb«iw  pursued.  The  trMjs  wen  tttkk  «i 
each  aide  of  the  road,  did  «hhr  Ik  ww  houses  at  the  dJRance  atttfo  m 
three  miles  apart ;  aa  I  prooeed)^  I  tnpded  mwd  ii^  all  diraetiona  lb  lafh  fit 


day :  at  hi^t  I  came  np  witii  two  w«|l|(t<Aia  that  bad- Veen  1o  ttuukM  { iSbm 
regular  road  waggons  do  not  gemim&f  jxot  np  at  iuAal.'lNtt  endamp  m.dNl 
nwds  and  fields.

nUBtft  the  satiie  snooess.    After  they  had  beaid  mt  1lfkf^g(fi^,nm 

thing  to  eat,  and  also  a  lodging  in  the  camp  with  thefti.' '  ''*■ 
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I  then  went  OD  witli  item  about  five  miles,  and  they  n|;ieed  to  taku  me 
•irith  them  a«  far  aa  they  went  if  I  would  assiot  them.  This  I  promised  to 
do.  In  the  morning,  however,  I  was  much  fj  iahtened  by  on©  of  the  men 
pottin?  several  quertions  to  me— we  were  then  about  thredimilos  from 
Charlotte.  When  within  a  mile  of  the  to^n,  we  stopped  at  a  brook  to 
water  the  horses ;  while  stopinj?  there  I  saw  th«  men  whispering,  and 
fancymg  I  overheard  them  nay  they  would  put  me  i;»  Charlotte  gaof  when 
they  got  there,  I  made  my  escape  into  the  woods,  pretending  to  be  look- 
inor  after  Romething  till  I  pot  out  of  their  8i«ht.  I  then  ran  on  as  fast  as  I 
could,  but  did  not  go  through  the  town  of  Charlotte,  as  ha<l  been  my  inten- 
tion ;  bemg  a  large  town  I  was  fearful  it  might  prove  fatal  to  my  escape. 
Hero  1  was  at  a  loss  how  to  get  on,  as  houses  were  not  very  distant  from 
•aoh  other  for  nearly  two  hundred  miles. 

i.\!^t  thinking  what  I  should  do,  I  observ6d  some  waggons  before  me, 
Vtiich  1  detertnmed  to  keep  behind,  and  never  go  nearer  to  them  than  a 
qnarterdf  a  mile—in  thia  way  I  travelled  till  I  got  to  Salisbury.  Ifi 
Jaj)pen6d  to  mept  any  person  on  the  road,  I  was  afraid  they  would  take 
jtne  up,  I  asked  them  how  far  the  waggons  had  cone  on  before  me  ?  to 
-waketlwm  suppose  1  belongeditothe  waggons.  At  night  I  slept  on  the 
«rwind  m  the  woods,  some  little  distance  from  the  wagjrons,  but  not  near 
fnouriitbbeseenbythe  men  bplonmngtothem.  All  this  time  I  had  but 
imiefood,  prmoipally  fruit  which  1  found  on  the  road.  On  Thursday 
night  r^ot  into  Salisbury,  having  left  Chester  on  the  Monday  procedinff. 
After  this,  being  afraid  my  master  wasiitpursuit  of  me,  I  left  the  usual

|»incip*lly  through  fields  and  woods ;  on  my  wav  to  Caswell  Coifrt-Honse, 
II  jlwtance  of  nearly  two  hundred  tniles  from  "Salisbury,*  I  Was  stopped 
1jl!L^  »  ralati,  to  whom  I  told  my  story,  and  again  succeeded  in  my 
•Mttpe,  I  alsocaitie  MP  with  a  small  6art,  driven  by  a  poor  man,  who 
Mad  b^n  moving  into  someofthe  weste^m  tjerritories,  and  was  going  back 
*°..V**''^"^'*  ^o  ™ove  sorae  mofe  of  his  luggage.    On  tbiff  I  told  hiiri  1  was 

Eing  the  same  way  to  Hilton,  thirteen  miles  frorn  Caswell  Court-House; 
took  me  lip  ip  his  cart,  and  went  to  the  Red-House,  two  miles  froiji 
Miltw^  the  place  where  Mr.  Mitchell  took  me  from  when  six  yearn  old, 
to  go  to  the  Squtheni  States.  This  w^ji  very  providential  circiunstance, 
for  i!  h^pened,  th&f  at  the  time'I  had  to  pass  through  Caswell  Court- 
liousP,  &  fair  or  election  was  going  on,  which  caused  the  plnee  to  W  ranch 
oiDWded  wiu  f^oj^le,  and  rendered  it  more  dangerous  for  me  tonasa

At  night  my  mother's  hushand,  a  blacksmith,  belonging  to  Mr.  Jefferson 
at  the  Red  House^  came  home;  be  was  surprised  to  see  me  with  the 
ftmily,  not  knowmg  who  I  was.  He  had  been  married  to  mv  mother 
when  I  was  a  babe,  and  had  always  been  very  fond  of  me.  After  the 
•ame  tale  bad  been  tdid  him,  and  the  same  emotions  filled  his  soul,  he 
agam  kissed  the  object  of  his  early  affection.  The  next  morning  I  wanted 
to  go  on  mv  journey,  in  order  to  make  sure  of  my  escape  to  the  Free  States. 
But  as  inight  be  expected,  my  mother,  father,  brothers  and  sisterB,  could  ill 

Salt  with  their  long  lost  one ;  and  persuaded  me  to  go  into  the  woods  in  the 
ay  time,  and  at  night  come  home  and  sleep  there,  f  This  I  did  for  about  a 
week;  on  the  next  Sunday  night,  I  laid  me  down  to  sleep  between  ray 
two  brothM,  on  a  pallet,  which  my  mother  had  prepared  for  me ;  about 
tweJTB  o'olook  I  was  suddenly  awoke,  and  found  my  bed  surrounded  by 
tWelT*  rilave-holdera  with  pistols  in  hand,  wbb^ook  me  away  («ot  allowing 
me  to  bid  farewell  to  those  I  loved  so^dearly)  to  the  Red  Houses  where  they 
eonnqed  me  in  a  room  the  rest  of  the  night,  and  in  the  morning  lodaed  mu 
m  the  gaol  ofCaswell  Court  House.    \  * 

What  was  the  scene  at  home,  what  iorrow  possessed  their  hearts,  I  am 
Vnable  to  desnbe.  as  I  never  after  saw  any  of  tnem  more.  I  heard  how- 
•rer  that  my  mother  was,  soon  after  I  left,  confined,  and  was  very  long 
pefova'shs  recovered  the  efiects  of  this  disaster.*  I  was  told  afterwaitl^ 
iMt  some  ofihoae  men  who  last  took  me  were  professing  Christians,  but' 
to  roe,  ther  did  not  seem  to  live  up  to  what  they  professed ;  they  did  not 
wen^ %  tlu»ir  practioe,.at  (east,  to  recognise  that  God  as  their  God,  who 
batli  said,  **thou  shalt  not  deliver  unto  his  master,  the  servant  which  is 
eaoaj^  from  his  master  onto  thee,  be  shall  dwell  with  thee,  even  among. 
▼on,  inlbiit  place  which  he  shaU  choose,  in  one  of  thy  gates,  where  it  liketh 
him  beet ;  tboa  •halt  not  oppretw  him."--Deat.  xxiii.  15, 16. 

^'•'M  cwafined  here  in  a  dungeon  under  iBtroond,  the  grating  of  which 
KMMted  to  the  door  of  the  gaoler's  house.    His  wife  had  a  great  antipathy 
tome.    She "i^  Jtfr.  Rflfer's  wife's  cousin.    My  grandmother  used  to 
onme  to  me  QWHy  erery  dav,  and  bring-  me  something  to  eat,  besides  the 
SP      ®"*^  allowanco,  by  wnioh  my  sufferings  were  somewhat  deoreased. 
Whetnever  the  gaoler  went  out,  which  he  often  did,  his  wife  need  to  come  ^ 
to  ni|r  diingeim,  and  shut  the  wooden  door  over  the  grating,  by  which  I  I 
waa  nearly  iuflfooated,  the  place  being  very  damp  and  noisome.  Mr  mas- 
ter did  not  hev  of  my  being  in  gaol  for  thirty  one  d|ya  after  I  btit  been 
^  pnoed  there.    He  immediately  sent  his  aon,  and  smi-in-Iaw,  Mr,  Ander- 
*^*»^rme.    They  camo  in  a  hone  and  chuse.  took  me  from  the  ga»l  to 
•  blaekamith's  shop,  and  got  an  iron  ooilar  fitted  round  my  neck,  urith  a 
lieavT  ofaidn  attached,  then  tied  my  hands,  and  fastened  dro  other  end  of 
the  chain  qn  a  horse,  and,pm  me  <m  its  bsek.    Jnst  before  we  atorted,  my 
.  gmBdmotber  came  to  bid  me  farewell ;  I  gave  her  my  handV  well  asj. 
ocmld,  add  Ae  having  i^vra  me  two  or  three  prasentm  we  parted.    I  bldv 
mlt'0noii|^.  fit  too  mneh,  fot  ^  weak  state  I  was  in  y  but  bow  shall  I  de- 
•  sonbe  my  feelings  nmm  ptiting  withtheioN  relative  I  cwr  ^.  The  lea^ 
991  mm  judge  by  whit  would  be^his  own  fedUuq^s  und^  aioiilar  oMiprr

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stances.  We  then  went  ott  for  fifty "^ miles  |  I-wia  very  w«ak  and  could 
hardly  sit  on  Ike  horse.  Having  been  in  prison  so  long,  I  had  lost  the  son- 
them  tan ;  and  as  the  ptople  could  not  see  my  hair,  harlng  my  hat  on» 
they  thought  I  wa4  a  wnite  man— a  criminaf — and  asked  me  whiM  erinia 
J  had  committed.  We  arrived  late  at  night,  at  theliooss  of  Mr.  Britton. 
I  sKall  never  forget  the  journey  that  night.  The  thunder  wiM  one  conttno- 
ed  roar/ftnJ 'the  liifhtning  blazing  all  around.  I  expected  every  minuts  . 
that  my  iron  collar  would  attract  it,  and  I  should  be  knockwl  ofi  the  koras 
and  draffgcd  along  the  ground.  This  gentleman,  a  year  or  two  before,  had 
liberated  his  slaves,  and  sent  them  into  Ohio,  havmg  joined  the  Society  of  ' 
Friends,  which  society  does  not  allow  the  holding  of  slaves.  I  waa  there- 
fore, treated  very  well  there,  and  they  gave  me  a  very  hearty  raiipe^ 
which  did  me  much  gjood  in  my  Weak  state*  l\ 

They  secured  me  m  the  night  by  locking  me  to  the  niet  of  the  bed^if^^^ 
which  they  slept.  The  next  morning  we  went  on  to  Sadisbary.  Atth^ 
place  we  stopped  to  water  the  horses;  they  gained  me  to  a  tree  in  th« 
yard ,  by  the  side  of  their  chaise.  On  my  bone  they  pat  the  saddle  tagi 
which  contained  the  provisions.  As  I  waa  in  the  ]ra|d,  a  black  ma|i  oarot 
and  asked  me  what  i  had  boon  doing;  I  told  him  that  I  had  run  away 
from  my  master,  after  which  he  told  me.  several  tales  about  the  slaVes, 
and  araon^  them  he  mentioned  the  ease  of  a  Quaker,  who  was  then  ia 
prison,  waiting  to  be  hung,  for  giving  a  free  passage  to  a  slaw*  I  had 
been  considering  all  the  way  how  I  oould  escape  ham  my  horse.  aM  eMt 
had  an  idea  of  cutting  his  head  off,  but  thought  it  too  oraol  |  tnd  at  Mpf  ^ 
thought  of  trying  to  get  a  rasp  and  cut  the  chain  by  which  I  was  hmvO^ 
to  tile  horse.  As  they  often  let  me  get  on  a  auarter  of  a  mil«  before  Aom,  ' 
I  thought  I  should  have  agoodopportuifltv  of  doing  this  without  beiiqg  seep, ' 
The  black  man  procuned  me'  a  rasp,  and  I  put  it  into  the  saddle  bign  whieb 
contained  the  provisions.  We  then  went  on  our  journey,  and  one  of  th)» 
sons  asked  me  if  I  wanted  anything  to  eat;  I  answered  no,  though  very 
hungry  atthe  tirae,as  I  was  afmid  of  their  pmng  to  Uie  bags  uddiseovertaa 
the  rasp.  However  they  had  not  had  their  own  meal  at  the  inn  as  I  had 
supposed,  and  went  to  tne  ba^^  to  supply  themselves,  where  they  foond 
the  rasp.  Upon  this,  they  fastened  my  horse  beside  the  horse  in  their  ohitiusa 
and  kept  a  stricter  watch  over  me.  Nothing  remarkable  ooourrad  till  we 
got  witkih  eight  miles  of  Mr.  Gooch's,  where  we  stopped  a  short  time ;  and 
taking  advantage  of  their  absence,  I  broke  a  switch  from  some  bou^ 


mn  «M  fM  as  ha  could  after  me.  When  I  oaught  sijg[ht  of  thsui,  I  tufiied 
off  the  main  road  intoi  the  woods^  hoping  to  ascape  their  vidtt ;  weir  hone, 
.  however,  being  muoh  swifter  Inn  miney  they  sooq  g)ot  widiin  a  pbost  dis- 
iaiiee  of  me.  '1  then  oam«  to  a  rail  femje  which  1  found  it  TOvy  diffieuH 
to  get  over,  but  breaking  sevaral  rails  away  I  effiioted  mY  objaot  TUjr 
then  called  iqpon  me  to  sti^  more  than  three  times ;  and  I  nit  Mag  iQv 
thvrfbred  after  me,  bat  tl^pHrtQl<iiiiIy«iap^

Being  very  fatigued,  we  overalept  ouraolvoa ;  the  propriotor 
oamo  to  the  barn/bui  att  I  waa  in  one  corner,  under  some  Intlian  com  topa, 
andahe  inanqther,  he  did  not  perceive  us,  and  we  did  not  leavo  the  ham 
before  nighl,  (Wednesday.)    W«  ti^n  went  out,  got  something  to  oat,  and 
etrayed  about  the  estate  till  Sunday.

ntill  remain  upon  me,  Mime  of  my  nailn  nerer  having  grown  jperfe<ft  sin**. 
He  inflioted  tain  puriiiihment  in  order  to  get  out  of  me  how  Igot  my  iron* 
otr,  but  never  suooeetled.  After  this  he  hardly  knew  what  to  do  with  me  { 
the  whole  stock  ol  his  cruellies  seemed  to  Iw  exhausted.  He  ckained  m« 
down  in  the  log-houM.  Soon  after  this  he  sent  a  Ifmale  slave  to  see  if  I 
WHM  safe.  Mr.  CJooch  had  not  st^curod  mit  as  he  ftuiiiKht,  but  twd  only  rail 
mv  chain  throufth  the  ring  without  locking  it.  This  I  o^rvetl ;  and 
while  the  slave  was  coming  I  was  employed  in  loosening  the  oh||n  w(lh 
the  hand  that  was  not  wountled.  As  noon  nf  I  observed  her  oAing,  I 
dr«)w  the  chain  up  tight,  and  shn  observing  that  I  seemed  fast,  went  away 
and  told  her  master,  who  was  in  the  Held  oniering  the  slaves.  When  she 
war  gone  I  drew  the  clwin  thmagh  the  ring,  escaped  under  the  ftooring  of 
the  log-house,  anti  went  on  under  it,  till  l^oame  out  at  the  other  side  ami 
ran  on  ;  but,  being  sore  and  weak,  I  kail  not  got  a  mile  before  1  waa 
cau{;lit,  and  a<4ain  carried  back.  He  tietl  me  up  to  a  tree  in  the  woodf 
at  night,  and  made  hia  slaves  flog  me.  I  cannot  say  bow  many  laskea  I 
received  ;  but  it  was  the  worst  flogging  lever  had,  and  the  last  #hioll  Mr. 
(looch  ever  g^ve  me. 

There  are  several  circumstances  which  oneiBirred  on  this  estate  while  I 
was  there,  relative  to  other  slaves,  which  it  may  be  interesting  to  mention. 
Hardly  a  day  ever  passed  without  some  one  being  flogged.  To  one  of  hia 
female  slaves  he  had  given  a  doze  of  castor  oil  and  ealts  together,  as  maek 
as  she  could  tak^  ;*  he  then  got  a  box,  about  six  feet  by  two  and  a  half,  and 
one  and  a  half  feel  deep ;  he  put  this  slave  under  the  box,  and  made  th« 
men  fetch  as  many  loos  as  they  could  get,  and  put  them  on  the  (op  (rf  It ) 
under  this  she  was  made  to  stay  all  night.  I  believe  that  if  he  had  fiteH 
this  slave  one  he  had  given  her  three  thousand  lashes.  Mr.  Gooeh  waa  a 
member  of  a  baptist  church.  His  slaves  thinking  him  a  very  bad  sarapl* 
of  what  a  professing  christian  ought  to  be,  would  not  Join  the  oonneotioH  b« 
belonged  to,  thinking  they  must  be  a  y«ry  bad  set  of  oeople ;  there  Wei* 
many  of  them  members  of  the  Methodist  Church.t  On^SwMay,  the  alt***, 
omn  only  fro  to  church  at  the  will  of  their  master,  when  htprta  them  «• 
pass  for  I  he  time  they  are  to  be  out.  If  they  are  found  W  the  jpatrale  aftar 
the  time  to  which  their  pass  extends,  they  are  severely  fMgge<i. 

On  Sunday  nights  a  slave  named  Allen  used  to  come  to  Mir.  Oeoeh*! 
estate  for  the  poqiose  of  exhorting  and  praying  with  hb  brother  alarea^  by 
whose  instramenulity  many  of  them  had  been  opiiTerted.  Chie  evmiin|

Mr.  Marvel  Louis  waa  in  tbe  habit  of  traTelling  a  greet  deal,  smdJpak 
me  as  a  domestic  slave  to  wait  on  him.  Mr.  Lnuia  boarded  at  the  bowM  af 
a  Mr.  Cievelin,  a  rich  planter,  at  Greenville,  Sotith  Cahtling,  Mr.  Latla 
was  paying  hie  addreMes  to  the  daughter  of  thin  ffentloman,  bat  vhl*auh> 
priaed  and  routed  in  bin  approaches  by  a  Colonel  Dorki^a,  of  Uifini  Court 
House,  who  ultimately  oarrtod  her  off  in  triumph,  ^fter  this,  Bir.  Lottia 
took  to  drinkii^i'ito  drown  hia  recollection  of  diHappointed  lov«. 

One  day  ha  went  to  Pendleton  Races,  and  I  waited  on  the  road  for  him; 
returning  intoxicated  he  waa  thrown  mm  his  horse  into  a  brook,  and  was ' , 
picked  up  by  a  gentleman,  and  taken  to  an  inn,  and  I  w^nt  there  to  take 
oare  of  him.    Nvxt  day  he  went  on  to  Pnnkintown  with-  Mr.  Warren  R. 
Davis,  a  member  of  Congress;  I  went  with  him.    Thia  was  a^  ^o  tim# 
of  the  agitation  of  the  Union  and  Nulli^oipg  party,  which  waa  expected  to'" 
end  in  a  general  war.    The  NiilThying  party  had  a  gnmd  dinner  on  the 
occasion,  after  which,  thev  gave  their  slaves  <^  their  refiiM,  for  the  par-' ' 
poae  of  bribins  them  to  fight  on  the  side  of  their  party.    The  scene  on  thia 
occasion  was  TiuniorDUH,  all  the  slavea  acrambfing  after  Iwre  boneaaod' 
crumbs,  as  if  tt^ey  had  had  nothing  for  weeks.    Wh«n  Mr.  Loititihad  gal 
over  thia  fit  of  dronkonnesa,  we  rettirned  to  Greenville,  where  1  iHd  litlllf- 
to  do  except  in  the  warehouse.     There  wan  preaching  in  the  Coon-hotfitf* 
«in  the  Sunday ;  but  scarcely  had  the  i<weet  savour  of  the  worship  oCO^d,

he  went  for  the  benefit  of  bia  health.  I  traTelled  roaod  with  Mr.  Keis«p, 
waidng  mitilmy  maater  oame  back*  I  soon  aAer  heard  that  Mr.  Louie 
'  had  died  in  Ajppalaehioola.  and  had  been  bnried  at  '^[fneaaee  Bluff.  I 
wia  Tery  mnoh  Mtaebed  to  the  neighborhood  of  Pendleton  and  (Heentill*, 
and  fiMied,  ftom  Mr.  Looia'a  death,  I  should  not  get  baek  there.  /  ■  ■ 

As  soon  as  this  infiormatioa  arrivedf  Mr.  Kemp  put  me,  the  cainaga  andj 
heisee,  a  gold  watoh,  and  eigani.  up  to  auction,  on  which  I  was  veiy  mnoh^ 
frMttene^  knowing  thera  would  be  some f ery  cruel  masters  at  the  salei 
siM  fearing  I  shoold  again  be  disappointed  in  My  attempt  to  escape  from 
bondage.  A  Mh  Bei^iidse,  a  Scotchman,  from  Appalapliicdo,  bought 
me,  the  horses  and  cigars.*  He  was  not  a  cruel  master ;  he  had  beeA  in 
Anierica  eighteen  yeara^  and  I  believe  I  was  the  first  slave  he  ever  bought. 
Mr.  Kemp  had  no  right  toseli  me,  whbh  he  did,  before  hi  had«Titten  to  ° 
Mr.  Loaiali  brother. 

Shortly  |iAtr  this,  Mr.  Eei|»ni  having  had  some  altereatimi  with  Oeneral 
Woodford,  if  ended  in  a  dael,in  trhicHbMr.  W.  was  killed.  Ahkr  weeks 
after^hia.  as  Mr.  Kemp  was  pessing  down  a  street,  he  was,  suddenly;  shot 
deid  by  Mr.  Mdtan/a  rival  lawyer.  When  I  beard  this  f  oefisidered  it  i* 
Tisftauod  ot  6od  on  Mr.  Kemp  ror  having  sold  me  nniustfy^  as  I  did  nd 
bekngld  hhn.  This  irtts  soon  discovered  byme,  Mr.  Louis^bmber  hav- 
ing ««Oed  at  Miointoalt-IMel,  Columbus,  to  claim  me,  but  which  he  could 
Ml  effiiet.  After  this  I  tmvelled  with  Mr.  Beveridge  thnniff h  deorg&,  to

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•nd  flndinff  that  he  had  been  informed  of  this,  I  had  the  additional  dread 
of  a  few  hundred  lashes  for  it  on  my  arrival  at  my  destination. 

About  two  hours  after  we  started  it  began  to  rain  very  heavily,  and 
eontinued  to  do  so  until  we  arrived  at  Marianna,  about  twelve  at  lUght 
where  we  were  to  rest  till  morning.  My  master  here  questioned  me  as 
to  whether  I  intended  to  run  away  or  not ;  and  I  not  then  knowing  the  sin 
of  lymg,  at  oncejold  him  that  I  would  hot.  Jle  then  gave  me  his  clothes 
^"/••■y*  [  *<**  *"®™  ^o  tl»e  kitchen  for  that"purpose,  and  he  retired  to  bed. 
takmg  a  bag  of  clothes  belonging  to  me  with  him,  aiTa  kind  of  security,  I 
presume,  for  my  safety.  In  an  hour  or  two  afterwanls  I  took  his  clothes 
to  him  dried,  and  found  him  fast  asleep.  I  placed  them  by  his  side,  and 
•aid  I  would  then  take  my  own  to  dry  too,  taking  care  to  speak  loud  enough 
to  ascertain  whether  be  was  asleep  or  not,  knowing  that  he  had  a  dirk  and 

Cstol  by  his  side,  which  he  would  not  have  hesitated  using  against  me,  if  I 
id*tlempted  secretly  to  procure  them.  I  was  glad  to  find  that  the  effects 
ot  his  dnnking  the  day  before  had  caused  his  sleeping  very  soundly,  and 
I  immediately  resolved  on  making  my  escape  ;  and  without  loss  of  time 
statted  with  nay  few  clothes  into  the  woods,  which  were  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood;  and  iifter  ninning many  miles,  I  came  up  to  the  river 
Chapoli,  which  is  very  deep,  and  so  beset  with  alligators  that  I  dared  not 
attempt  to  swim  across. 

I  paced  up  and  down  this  river  with  the  hope  of  finding  a  conveyance 

aeroes  for  a  whole  day,  the  succeeding  night  and  till  noon  on  the  followiuff 

day,  which  was  Saturday.    About  twelve  o'clock  on  that  day  I  discovered 

an  Indian  oanoe,  which  had  not  from  all  appearance  been  used  for  some 

time;  this,  of  course j  I  used  to  convey  myself  across,  and  after  beinff 

oblijied  to  go  a  litUe  way  down  the  river,  by  means  of  a  piece  of  wood  I 

providentially  foupd  in  the  boat,  I  landed  on  the  opposite  side-    Here  I 

found  myself  surrounded  by  planters  looking  for  me,  in  oonsequenee  of 

which  I  hid  myself  in  the  bushes  until  night,  when  I  again  travelled  se- 

rerai  niiles  to  the  farm  of  Mr.  Bobinson,  a  large  sugar  and  cotton  planter 

where  I  nuted  till  morning  in  a  field.    Afterwards  I  set  out,  working  my 

way  through  ttM  woods  about  twenty  miles  towards  the  east ;  this  I  Icnew 

by  my  knowledge  of  the  position  of  the  son  at  its  rising.    Having  reached 

the  Chattahoochee  river,  which  divides  Florida  from  Borgia,  I  was  acain 

poczled  to  know  how  to  cross ;  it  was  about  threoo'olook  14  the  day,  when 

a  Humber  of  persona  were  fishing;  having  walked  some  hoara  along  the 

banks.
